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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a switch configured as claimed, which 
contains an access control table, and wherein the table, or switch, is only changeable by the 
security processor, and further wherein in a secure mode, the switch prevents access to peripheral 
devices by a computer processor, while allowing the security processor access to the devices 
such that the security processor can process a security critical activity, specifically in 
combination with the other Umitations as claimed. Francisco et al., disclosed a switch, 
controllable by a security processor, which prevented access to peripherals by a computer 
processor, at certain times. However, Francisco et al. did not disclose or fairly suggest a table in 
the switch, only allowing the table or switch to be changeable by the security processor, or the 
security processor accessing the peripherals in order to process a security critical activity, in the 
combination as claimed.
